Jim Shryne N6DHZ == { few days and a number of shore excur- nnn 
sions later we are now in Austria heading toward Vienna. We traveled this area be- 
fore but at Christmas time. Looks much different with leaves on the trees, grass on 


the ground, and no snow. 


Today we entered a part of the world we've never traveled. The Danube is now 
flowing east with Slovakia to the north and Hungary to the south. We stopped today 
in Bratislava, Slovakia. The country, with lots of help from the EU and the conver- 
sion of Russian arms factories into automotive plants for eleven different auto manu- 
facturers, seems to be doing well following its gentle divorce with the Czech Repub- 
lic. Tomorrow it’s on to Budapest Hungary. 


We docked today on the Pest side of the Danube and spent the day touring the sites 
of the area. Tomorrow we will be visiting the Buda side of the river. That’s right, Bu- 
dapest was once three cities, Buda and Obuda one side of the Danube, and on the 
other side, Pest. In 1873 they joined together to become Budapest and the Capital 
of Hungary. Who knows, maybe someday there will be a St. Minnpaul. 
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After leaving Budapest the Danube turns south into Serbia, then east again forming the boarder between 
Serbia and Croatia. We are now docked in Vukovar, Croatia and spent the day touring the rebuilt city de- 
stroyed by Serbia as part of their “Ethnic Cleansing” policy following the breakup of the USSR. We broke 
up into groups of ten and spent the afternoon visiting the homes of families who lived through the Serbian 
Siege. It was a very interesting experience. 


Now the Danube is flowing east again as we are now docked in Belgrade, Serbia. Our visits into Belgrade 
with local guides has been a real eye-opener. There seems to be a very strong dislike of the US and 
NATO. Seems the Serbians feel that the “Ethnic Cleansing” and destruction in Bosnia Herzegovina and 
Kosovo was OK because it was within the, then, borders of Serbia and should not have been the concern 
of the rest of the world. | now have a much deeper appreciation for the efforts of Martti Laine and others 
and what they have gone through to put Kosovo on the air. Compared to the other countries we have vis- 
ited Serbia is the most depressing with little improvement in the infrastructure of the country since the 
Russians went home. 


Today finds us out of Serbia and sailing between Bulgaria on the South and Romania on the North. Bul- 
garia produces many fine wines (we’ve tried our share) and uses the Cyrillic alphabet with a single sound 
for each letter. “Mel” and “Doris” were not to difficult to write with Cyrillic letters but Doris’ Maiden Name, 
“Kayajanian’” is several letters longer using the Cyrillic letters. Romania is a Latin-based language similar 
to Spanish or Italian and if you speak either you’ll do just fine in Romania. Of course, nearly all speak 
English too, but it was fun to try my Spanish and | found | could read labels and signs. 


Well, we’ve made it to the Black Sea and are now in the port of Constanta, Romania. Tomorrow we leave 
the riverboat that’s been home for three weeks and head inland to Bucharest, the capital of Romania. 
We'll be there for a couple of days with a side trip to Transylvania. Then will be off to Frankfurt for a 
week’s stay with Dorothy Garabedian, a relative of Doris’ who is retired from the USDEA and living in 
Fredericksburg, Germany. 


As | write this I’m sitting on Dorothy’s deck, drinking some Bulgarian wine, snacking on Armenia dishes 
Doris won't make any longer, and listening to the World News, the real-World News, not the clearly “Fake” 
news we are being spoon fed in the USA and that includes MSNBC and CNN. 


We will be home for the August SCDXC meeting and the Summer Bash. See you there!

If you are looking for a way to receive notifications of DXpedition activity on needed or wanted Bands/ 
Modes there is an easy solution if you use the DXLab logging program. Within the DXLab Spot Collector 
application you can setup an alarm to send text notifications for activity of a call sign or country to your cell 
phone. Spot Collector is the application in DXLab that connects to DX spotting cluster nodes, and filters 
the spots Origin, Band, etc. You simply setup the notification method in the Configuration screen, and 
setup a filter using a Structured Query Language (SQL) statement. 


For those readers not using the DXLab suite of programs, you might find this interesting, but | am not go- 
ing into an in-depth explanation of DXLab. | suspect DXLab users will readily understand this explanation. 
Other logging programs may have similar features, and you may be able to apply this information to your 
logging program. | have been using DXLab since it was released, so | am not familiar with the features of 
the other programs.

Most of the information on the Spot Collect Email Alarm screen is explained in detail by selecting the Help 
screen. The information for sending through your email smtp server can usually be found in your email 
client configuration. To find out how to send text file by email through your cell phone service provider, 
just Google, “How to send text messages by email to a <your service provider> cell phone.” 
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At the bottom of the Email Alarm screen in the Email Alarm trigger is where you place your SQL state- 
ment.
